Officials Take Action. 


Although an ordinance was passed 
by the city council several weeks ago 
ordering the removal of all sigils and 
poles on Second and Chestnut street- 
in the territory where the “ Great 
W hite W a y " is to be installed, there 
has been hut few persona complied 
with it up-to-date. 
The ordinance 
provides that the signs and poles must 
he removed bv September I. 
Excep­ 
tions are made only for signs that are 
electrically lighted on both sides and 
are anchored from buildings. 
M ayor C. W . Burkart stated today 
that it is possible that many business 
men who have signs in front of their 
business houses contrary to the or­ 
dinance had overlooked the ordinance 
and although the time has elapsed in 
which th esigns and poles should have 
been removed, a few days longer will 
be given them. 
If all the signs and 
poles are not removed within the next 
week the police will he ordered to see 
that they arc and charge- of violat­ 
ing the city ordinance will be placed 
against 
those who do not comply 
with it. 
According to the ordinance every 
sign that is not electrically lighted 
must 
he taken 
off of the 
streets 
where the new lighting system is to 
he installed. 
All post- must be re­ 
moved and no obstructions of any 
kind will be allowed to remain. 
Several business

who have 
signs on the streets that must be re­ 
moved arc planning to replace them 
with

has finished work on the pact which 
President 
Wilson submitted to the 
senate Ju ly IO. 
As soon as tile treaty can lie re­ 
ported for the amendments and the4 
report* of it written, Senator Lodge 
will lay it before the senate. - This 
will occupy some days and the actual 
consideration of the treaty, article by 
article, as required by Senate rules 
probably will not begin for more than 
a week. 
A- the senate will receive it from 
the committee, the treaty will contain 
several important changes in its text 
and carry four reservations as part 
of the resolution of ratification. 
Following 
the submission of the 
majority report, Senator Hitchcock, 
ranking democrat of the committee, 
will 
present a minority report 
in 
which he will repeat arguments the 
administration 
has

against 
amendments or reservations which 
will force re-submission of the treaty 
to other nations 
I he reservations proposed by the 
m ajority would do this, for the reso­

St. Louis, Alo., Sept. ->— President 
Wilson, driving through the territory 
of opposition senators in his cam ­ 
paign for ratification of the peace 
treaty, arrived in St. Louis today, 
ready to make two speeches. 


W ilson “ has his fighting clothes 
on, 
it has been stated inform ally 
on his special train and he is ready 
tor a rough and tumble verbal tus- 
sle with opponents of the peace set­ 
tlement. 


, 'this changa in tactics on the pres­ 
ident s part first became noticeable 
last night at Indianapolis where he 
told those 
resisting the 
treaty to 
■ put up or shut up,*’ and to keep 
quiet unless they had a better plan 
than he believes his to be, for pre­ 
serving world peace. 
Wilson, it was 
learned, is going to put more such 
fighting phrases into his discourses 
hereafter, using slang that the peo­ 
ple can understand to make himself 
more clear, in contrast to his epi­ 
gram* on previous speaking tours. 


Wilson obviously is trying to make 
his addresses 
more 
like “ heart to 
heart 
talk.- than oration*. 
So far, 
he has made no spectacular effort 
and never has appeared like a de­ 
claimer. 
W h at he wants to do, it 
was 
learned, 
is 
to expound 
the 
treaty. 
Ile thinks it is not general­ 
ly understood J that those who do not 
like it do 
not know what 
it's all 
about and going on this 
theory he 
intends to go into minute detail on 
many pha-es of it. 
Iii effect, he says to his audiences 
“ your senators do not understand 
this document, so I’m going to ex­ 
plain if to you and then you can tell 
your senators how to vote on it.” 
This is the abject of his journey. 


So fa r he has talked principally 
about the league of nations. 
H is 
trend is that, with 4he league, war 
will be made “ violently improbable,” 
while without the league another war 
will develop as soon as nations with 
predatory instinct- have recovered 
from the last upheaval and feel that 
an opportune 
time 
to 
strike has 
come. 
Points in the league covenant and 
the treaty terms which are open to 
criticism are insignificant compared 
with the single fact that the league 
is a war preventive, in his opinion. 
Wilson i> laying empha-is on his 
contention that nations which vio­ 
late tile “ league rules" can be forced 
to submit without the sacrifice of a 
single life in warfare. 
This could. 
be brought about, he believes, by the 
application 
of 
a 
boycott 
which 
would hermetically seal the offend­ 
ing powe% preventing all intercourse 
with it. 
This, he says, “ is a terrible 
weapon,” which is provided tinder 
the covenant. 
The president will develop his line 
of argument as he moves westward. 
H is advisers say lie is not even us­ 
ing shorthand

now, 
but is 
talking about what comes into his 
mind a- he faces each crowd. 
A f ­ 
ter every speech he show- eagerness 
to get on to the next point and make 
another one. 
He dislikes prepared 
speeches, believing they lose their

with it the advisability, of imposing 
taxes of extreme magnitude has gone 
by with the passing of the war, and 
that the disproportionate burdening 
o f the present generation to enable 
unduly rapid extinction of our war 
debt would be both an injustice and 
a mistake, but I am convinced that 
during the war it was wise and a d ­ 
vantageous to resort to taxation to

My criticism is not of the magni­ 
tude, hut of the method of our tax 
measures. 
My point is that we have 
omitted to

ductive and well tested taxes, such

instance— a 
stamp 
tax on checks, and have grossly mal­ 
adjusted others, with the result that 
our revenuft legislation has largely 
contributed to throw our economic 
equilibrium out of gear— to the det­ 
riment of everybody, and particular­ 
ly to the great cost and damage of 
the masses of the people 
I realize, 
of course, that even if strict govern­ 
mental economy is practised, we are 
faced with the necessity of raising 
a vast sum 
of money 
annually by 
taxation. 
For years to'come, direct 
taxation is bound to be far heavier 
than formerly, because in addition to 
the interest and sinking fund on our 
war debt and other items accruing 
more or less directly from the war, 
we have to meet the loss in revenue 
arising from the advent of Prohibi­ 
tion. 
But I am convinced that the 
needed amount can and should be 
raised with far less vexation, com­ 
plexity and economic dislocation and 
disadvantage than 
have 
resulted, 
and were bound to result, from the 
revenue measures now in force. 
Everybody agrees, of course, that 
Wf, must have a progressive income 
tax, but it ought certainly not to be 
any heavier than that of our chief 
competitor, 
Great Britain, 
in any 
part of its scale (it is now eohsider- 
ablv heavier in its upper scale and 


5 0 per cent, heavier in its maximum 
scale), 
lf possible, it should be less 
heavy in 
its scale, 
because 
that 
would aid us in our world trade; and 
it ought to be possible, for our pop­ 
ulation is twice as numerous and our 
wealth much

twice as 
great as that of Great Britain, and 
the financial war-burden which we 
have to take care of is 
much le-s 
than that of Great Britain.

Washington, September 5— P re si­ 
dent Wilson's first day tour speeches 
drew the fires of opponents to the 
league of nations today* 
Senator Sherman, Illinois, opened 
the attack in a brief speech denounc­ 
ing the president as a demagogue and 
accused him of a “contemptuous dis­ 
regard" of the government. 
Sherman referred to the President’s 
declaration 
that 
the 
international 
conference provided for by the treaty 
will convene in Washington whether 
the senate ratified the treaty or not. 
This paragraph is one hundred per 
cent demagogical,” said Sherman. It 
is an Appeal to the lawless, an invi­ 
tation to the ever-present reckless, 
dissatisfied element to demand what 
they 
will. 
The president has al­ 
ready played with tire brands -uffi- 
ciently to know the danger.

The first provides that the right of 
the United S tates to withdraw, as 
provided in article I, shall not 
be 
conditioned upon fulfillment of inter­ 
national obligation- or upon any o th ­ 
er nations “say.so" as to whether this 
country ha- fulfilled its obligations. 
The second reservation exempts the 
United States from any obligation 
under article IO f othe league coven­ 
ant to guarantee the territorial in­ 
tegrity or political independence of 
any other lotion, member of 
the 
league or not, by force of arms or 
economic boycott, unless congress 
ehall decide the cause requirer Am er­ 
ican participation and it refuses a c ­ 


ceptance by the United State- of a 
mandate for any nation, except by 
c ongre s s i o n a1 consent.

have bought the grenade hanks in 
amounts ranging from fifty to tifty- 
thousund. 
Tile original plan was for the school 
Children to (‘arn during the vacation 
period the money with which to buy 
the War Savings stamps’ to entitle 
them to the ownership of one of those 
war relies, fait as there was some de­ 
lay in procuring the grenade banks 
children may get the hanks by buying 
the W ar Savings stamps, even if they 
have not earned the money them­ 
selves. 
Announcement to tlris effect 
has been sent to the banks by J. ii 
P u d icher. Government Savings Direc­ 
tor of the Seventh district, as follows: 
“As we got started rather late there 
will be no objection to a little exten­ 
sion of tho date by which the condi­ 
tions of the aw ard are to be com­ 
pleted.

There are iii 
the fam ily two older si-ters and one 
brother, besides the father and m oth­ 
er and an aunt. 
All the members o f 
the fam ily have been much interested 
in the baby since her birth and they 
have driven her a good deal o f a t ­ 
tention. They are a -octal fam ily and 
m a n y 
friends call upon them 
and 
they 
go 
frequently 
to 
visit ■ their 
friend-. W hoever com es to tile house 
m ust -a y som ething to Frances and 
.-how bow much they think ot her by 
talking lmieh to her* taking lier in 
their arms, offering to do this* or that 
f o r lo r, and so on. 
The m em bers of 
the fam ily like to have people notice 
the child because she is such an a t ­ 
tractive 
little tiling. 
Put 
she 
i- 
o u using som e apprehension now be­ 
cau se whenever anyone speak- to her 
she 
sa y s, “ No, no,” in a 
petulent 
voice. 
If any question i- asked or 
a n y advance*- made toward her, her 
one response will be, “ No, no.” 
The 
p a ren ts think she is developing a bad 
habit and should have some training 
to correct it. 
One w ay to prevent Frances from 
form ing an annoying habit and a c ­ 
quiring an irritable disposition is for 
the members o f the fam ily and all 
oth ers to leave her alone more than 
they now do. 
She i- being spoiled 
bv over-m uch attention. 
H er “No, 
•ito,” is a kind of protection against 
the irritating Actions of the people 
around her. She should be taken only 
v ery rarely to neighbors and friends 
fo r v i s i t s . 
When f r i e n d s come to the 
h o u se she should he kept out o f sight 
fo r the most part— in h er sa nd-pile 
o r p laying with blocks or doll- alone. 
T he brothers and sister- should leave 
her to her own devices more than 
th ey do. 
She must grow from within 
quietly. 
It will take some time for 
her fam ily to learn that they should 
not m ake a plaything of their little 
girl. 
They have riot done this pur­ 
p o sely , o f course; they think they 
h a v e been doiim tin* right thing in 
sh o w in g her off and making her the 
cen ter o f attention. 
T here are a great many children 
like 
F rances in American 
families 
w ho ca u se their parents trouble be­ 
c a u se o f their irritability and lack of 
ap p reciation of what i- being done 
fo r them. 
They would be more a p ­ 
p reciative if they received lo-- atten­ 
tion, 
and were left to 
themselves 
m o st o f the time without interfer­ 
en ce, even by members o f the family 
and certainly by friends and neigh­ 
bor-.

The care o f the teeth is most im­ 
portant to

healthy. 
N eglect o f these o r g a n s am ounts to 
an assault. 
Indeed, child neglect of 
a n y character is assau lt 
upon the 
child and should be punished as such. 
When a 
m other’s 
attention 
was 
called to the fa ct that her four bad­ 
ly — nourished, tallow -skinned, foul- 
breathed children, had rotten teeth 
and the teeth most probably were the 
ca u se, 
aid —. “Oh I had them rotten 
teeth when 
I was 
little 
and they 
didn't kill me.” 
And this foolish re­ 
ply w ill be made nine out o f ten times. 
The mouth of the infant .should be 
carefully washed within an hour a f ­ 
ter birth, and then attended to care­ 
fully every day until life ends. 
To 
neglectfully -tarve a child would be 
considered horrible, yet this is done 
when teeth are neglected. 
Of course 
death starvation is not effected, but 
partial starvation 
i-, and 
partial 
starvation -brinks the body, the mind 
and the soul. 
In an actual experi­ 
ment when teeth and m outh- were 
m ade healthy there was a mental im­ 
provement 
(progress in studies) of 
IOO percent., and one little girl, whose 
health had been criminally neglected 
v bv her parents, made a gain of 444 
percent. 
B it children 
were made 
able to com p ete the u-ual thirty-six 
w eeks work of 
the eighth grade in 


Time w as when carpets were un­ 
known; time is 
when they 
are, in 
m any homes, being quite largely d is­ 
carded. 
The hare floors, which were 
once not appreciated, are now quite 
popularly demanded. 
It is rather in- 
tere-tmg to note how so common a 
part ot everyday household furnish­ 
ings became slowly and gradually an 
apparent necessity and 
then, as it 
grew too common, slipped aw ay from 
it- prominent place in public favor. 
It would he difficult to >ay, or even 
to gue-s,

carpets fir-t 
( ann* into 
use. 
Antiquarians 
say 
that they were invented iii those far 
eastern lands, where it was custom ­ 
ary t or the inhabitants to -it cross - 
legged upon the floor. 
Where their 
floors vvere ot stone or earth or even 
wood, it is 
not surprising 
that, in 
time, they should seek for something 
warmer and more com fortable for a 
-eat. 
Probably the fir-t forerunners 
of the carpets 
of 
today 
were the 
rustics o r straw, -ca p ered over the 
floor of primitive homes. 
In colonial 
days in America, it wa- custom ary 
to sand the floors, while it is said that, 
in the far-a w a y country section- o f 
N orw ay, one may. even today som e­ 
time-. ti 11 cl the best room.- of farm ­ 
house- strewn with juniper twigs, an 
ancient en-tom . 
The 
painting of 
rushes, to form a mat, is believed to 
have been the first beginnings of c a r ­ 
pet making. 
A ccording to the dictionary, a ca r­ 
pet is “ a heavy woven or felted f a b ­ 
ric, usually o f wool, but also of c o t­ 
ton, hemp, straw , etc., especially a 
floor covering made in breadths to 
be sewed together and nailed to the 
floor, as distinguished from a rug or 
m at; originally, also, a thick wrought 
fabric used for covering tables, beds, 
etc., a table cloth or cover.” 
It is 
-toted, 
furthermore, 
that 
carpets 
were at fir-t 
considered 
great lux- 
i.ries and were usually found in the 
boudoirs of 
great ladies. 
As their 
use extended slowly, they came to he 
synonym s for luxury and, when men 
adopted them in their apartm ents, as 
m ark- o f effeminacy. 
A w ay hack in the Sixteenth Cen­ 
tury, carpets were frequently listed 
am ong 
household 
possessions, 
but 
these were coverings for tables and 
-tool-, rallier than 
fo r floors. 
In 
fact, they wen* known even earlier 
than tin-. 
Miss Singleton, in “The 
Furniture o f Our F orefathers,” men­ 
tion- “ a coarse hanging fo r a table, 
m ade o f rough woolen material and 
o f patches, o f motley colors,” which, 
sh e sax 
was in ase as early as 12M. 
She adds 
that carpet- 
o f leather 
were -om etim e- found, and som e of 
calico; also that carpets were used 
as coverings fo r articles 
of furni­ 
ture, father than for floors, up even 
to about the middle o f the E ighteen­ 
th 
Century, 
mentioning 
certain 
painted 
table 
carpets 
any! 
also 
painted floor cloth- li-ted in inven­ 
tories o f that time. 
“ Turkey” carpet- a r c am ong tin* 
earliest 
mentioned 
am ong 
western 
people-, and seem to have been num ­ 
bered 
am ong the 
choicest p o sse s ­ 
sion- o f our ancestors. 
These were 
usually made in one piece, and the 
pattern w as extremely simple, h ard ­ 
ly more than a series o f curves arui 
an gle-; also many color- were usual- 
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COLLAR, CUFF AND VEST. 
This three piece set is one o f the most charm ing accessories for the dainty costum es now in vogue. The 
-quare medallions are crocheted fir-t, and then the connecting insertion made the desired length. 
Crochet 
cotton No. 60 or TO is used allowing eight m eshes to the inch.

Am ong the newest designs is an apron with the lower hem turned up to form a pocket. 
On this pocket 
the design is embroideried in bow knots, in satin stitch, and dainty flowers in eyelet and outline.

T his m otif, if repeated is suitable tor the hems o f underskirts, and also for 
the -k;rts o f dresses. 


Iv em ployed, but not aggressively. 
As the weaving of carpets of wool, 
on a warp o f strong linen or cotton, 
grew into an industry, various jiow 
long-fam iliar nam es cam e into e x ­ 
istence.

nam es fam iliar in the average h o u se­ 
hold for m any a year. 
The growth of the carpet industry, 
from the days when the early work­ 
men laboriously tied in t h e i r tuft- of 
colored wool by hand, according- to 
tile pattern furnished to them and 
then, when done, went over the whole 
piece o f work with some sharp in- 
-trum ent, cutting it to a smooth and 
even surface, 
to latter 
days when 
great factories turn out miles and 
m ile- o f various floor coverings, has 
been enormous, o f course. 
It was 
not long before the idea of ca rp et­ 
ing a room grew in favor; it wa-; not 
considered too luxuriou- or effemin­ 
ate. but 
became a widespread c u s­ 
tom, and even those who possessed 
beautiful hardwood floors were not 
infrequently known to cover them 
with carpeting. 
A fter a time, however, housewives 
began to realize what an amount of 
work w a s entailed in looking after 
these carpets, in sweeping them from 
week to week, in taking them up for 
more thorough cleaning- and in tack ­ 
ing them down again, so that they 
woul lie flat and even upon tin* floor. 
And so then they began to interest 
them selves more in rug-— the rugs 
which the far eastern peoples had 
been u-ing for centuries, and which 
western folk, too, had 
used quite 


largely before they becam e a c c u s­ 
tomed 
to 
covering their floors 
so 
completely. 
So rugs once more be­ 
taine 
popular, 
beautiful 
oriental 
ones, rich iii color aud design, rugs 
o f dom estic weave which improved 
in quality and artistry with the de­ 
m a n d s made upon 
them, 
and even 
the old rag rugs o f colonial days. 
W ith the return to rugs cam e more 
problems for the interior decorator-; 
how large should the rug- be, how 
elaborately patterned, the relation of 
their shape and size and coloring to 
the re-t o f the room— all su ch ques­ 
tions they have brought up and d is­ 
cussed in their mission o f beautify­ 
ing homes. 
And, as 
tile pendulum 
ha- sw ung 
still further 
backward, 
the beauty o f the hardwood floor has 
come more to be appreciated and die- 
sired in the homes o f many. 
So now 
today, as one goes into the shops of 
the large cities, it is rugs of all sizes 
and colors, -quare and oblong, round 
and oval, large and -mall and o f in­ 
termediate -izt*-, that one sees piled 
upon the floor, while, in the homes, it 
i- the care of the hardwood floor or 
the less elaborate ordinary bare floor, 
which is varnished, shellacked, oiled 
and otherwise embellished, that has 
replaced the attention form erly given 
to the luxurious, but often trouble­ 
som e, carpet of earlier popularity:

dents which were made the excuse 
for war bv Germany, the President 
said: 


“ I am recalling these circumstan­ 
ces^ my fellow citizens, because I 
want to point out to you what appar­ 
ently bas escaped the attention of 
some of the critics o f the league of 
nations that the heart of the league 
of nations covenant does not lie in 
any of the portions which have been 
discussed in public debate. 
The great 
bulk of the provisions of that coven­ 
ant contained these engagements and 
promises on the part of the states 
which undertook to become members 
of it: that in no circumstances will 
they go to war without first having 
either submitted the question to arbi­ 
tration— in which case they agree to 
abide by the result; or, having sub- 
mil ted the question to discussion by 
the council of the league of nations, 
in which case they will allow six 
months for the discussion, and en­ 
gage not to go to war until three 
months 
after the 
council has 
an­ 
nounced its opinion upon the subject 
under dispute. 
“ So that the heart of the covenant 
of the league i- that the nations sol­ 
emnly covenant not to go to war for 
nine months after a controversy be­ 
comes acute. 
“lf there had been nine days of 
discussion Germany would not have 
gone to war. 
lf there had been nine 
days within which to bring to bear 
the opinion of the world, the judg­ 
ment of mankind upon the purposes 
of those 
governments, 
they 
never 
would have dared to execute thos> 
purposes. 
“ lf this war ha- to he fought over 
again, then all our high ideals and 
purposes have been disappointed, for 
we did not go into this war merely to 
beat Germany. 
We went into this 
war to beat all 
purposes such as 
ll e nu a ny entertained.” 
The President then reviewed the 
early acts of the war, the invasion 
of Belgium* the wanton destruction 
of that country and northern France 
where commercial rivalry of Germany 


“But when is that .judgment going 
to be expressed, my fellow citizens ?.
